MONEY FOR THE 
GUERNSEY MAREET, 


The announcement the other day 
that. in future, Guernsey will use 
British currency, reminded me of a 
promise I made a few months ago to a 
South African reader that I would tell 
him. and, other enquirers, all T know 
ahoat the building of the famous 
Guerasey Market Hall,and the method 
by which the money therefore was 
raised. 

About a hundred years ago the in- 
habitants of Guernsey were in need 
of a market. 

Now. at that time, the authorities 
had no money available for any such 
purpose. Common logic said, no 
money, no market, But money can 
sometimes be borrowed. So the in- 
habitants of Guernsey went to the 
Governor and requested him to apply 
te Londoa or Paris fora loan. 

Tae Governor, whose name was 
De L'Isle Brock, was evidently not a 
man of routing and custom. fe said 
to the Committee wko had the matter 
in hand: *” Will you permit me to 
place before you some very simple 
questions {°° 

The Committee. being a polite and 
agreeable group of local worthies, as- 
sented, whereupon the Governor be-, 
gan: 

“ Have we the necessary number 
of mechanics amongst us to build the 
said market house 3” . 

The Committee replied that they 
had, adding that, owing to the trade 
depression, many workmen were out 
of employment and would be. glad 
of a job. 

“ Then,’ said the Guvernor. “we 
have the men. Have we the materials 
—rocks, bricks, fumber, lime, sand, 
tools, and all the requisites to maixtain 
man and teams while the work is 
being executed?” 

The Committee answered : 
we have all these things.” 

* Then,’ said the Governor, * you 
tell me that we have among ourselves 
everything needed to build the market 
house, yet you desire me to bond you 
to bankers for a material which is of 
no manner of use in the construction 
of the house. Strange anomaly.” 

* It is true,” said a member of the 
Committee, “that we have men and 
materials, but we lack the money to 
pay the men and to buy the materials, 

“Friends,” replied the Governor, 
“ when a man gets paid for work done 
on iaterials furnished it means that 
he has worked for others and sold the 
materials, Js it your intention to 
build a market house for bankers ? 
If so, then you are right in demanding 
pay from those bankers. But, in 
such case, you should not ~ place 
yourselves im bondage besides. If 
those bankers pay you for the house, 
and hold you in bondage also, demand- 
img annual tribute, they will soon 
have both the house and the money 
they paid you. It will be no relief 
to say we make the renters of the 
market house pay that tribute to the 
bankers.- The renters will be part 
of us, and they will demand of their 
customers that tribute in higher prices 
for goods. Bo we jointly will have 
to pay tribute (interest) in perpetuity 
for an article, which, as I ssid, is of 
no use to us. ' 

: * Allow me, gentlemen, to propose 
2 better plan for building our market 
house. . Having, a8 you avow, men 
and materials, all that is necessary in 
the case is to keep account of each 
man’s contribution of work or mater- 
ials, that in the future we may dalance 
equitably the expenses of the building, 
This can best be done by means of a 
money which lays no claim to interest. 
Instead of bonds, I will issue market 
house notes (as money), and with 
these pay the men and purchase the 
materials ;. then. make these nates 
receivable at par- with legal tender 


~ Yes, 


And so it was. The municipal 
bank notes were issued. The inaterials 
for the market house were bought 
with these notes. The workers were 
paid with these notes,

REGISTRATION. 


We have not kept tally, but we 
igure that twice a month, in every 
enoath of the year, we are asked by 
worried’ householders why we do not 
mivocate the passing of an Ordinance 
eequirirg domestic servants to be re- 
istered: Very often they are surpris- 
i to be told that it has been edvocat- 
2 so frequently in the past, and 
evoked sach strong opposition, that

hope. To them it seema eo simple 
and necessary 3. procedure, reeding

and accomplished. Having only their 
own natural point of view, they do 
mot eee that compulsory registration

‘ese self-respect, they do not see the 
difficultics of administration, they do 
-mot see (what Ceylon has discovered) 
fhe certainty of persistent evasion. 
All they can see is an end to their own 
domestic worries, of which, let us 
Gaston to admit,-they ought to be re- 
fieved.

If they can do that, we promise them 
lots of clients. Now as regards the 
servants’ side of it, The originator 
of the  sckeme proposes + to 
take 25 per cent. of the 
first months wage of the servant 
he places. It is obviously to his own 
interest to see that the servant gets 
a fair wage. It is equally plainly an 
asset to a good servant to have this 
agency's guarantee—the record with 
the photograph being a “ testimoni- 
al” much more likely to appeal to 
prospective employers than’ the un- 
convincing “ chits ” sometimes hawk- 
ed round now. It is always easier to 
foresee difficulties than to overcome 
them. We. advised the. promoter 
that his.chief difficulty would be the 
persuading of the servants 
themselves. New: York makes its 
young men‘ brave, ° vonfident, 
determined; our’ caller reckoned 
he was ready for that. Then we ask- 
ed hjm if he knew that there were 
masters and mistresses here who are’ 
guite unfit to have servants, men 
who aro liverish ond ssbault their

. The increase in the cost af living 
has rendered the question of having 
children one of supreme importance. 


in Europe and America, it is far more 
so for those who live in the East. 
The responsibility of having children 
in Singapore, Hongkong, or Shanghai 
is.greater than if the children were 
born at home. 

The effects of child bearing on the 
European rfother for example are 
generally acknowledged to he worse 
in a hot climate. The expense is 
heavier than at home. A rapid 
succession of children would reduce 
the average woman to the lowest 
ebb of vitality. Longer periods of 
rest and more holidays are required 
and this entails the usual separation 
of husband apd wife, so noticeable 
inthe East. Then there is the question 
if children born and reared in a hot 
country can ever be 30 robust as 
those from a cold one. In the East 
also the plentiful supply of cheap 
servants means that the mother sees 
less of her children than she. would 
at home. And this is not without its 
effects on the off-spring.

LIBRARIES FOR LONG VOYAGE 
SEIPS. 


Jack is going to read books, write 
essays, and be tutored by correspon- 
dence, or at any rate that is the ideal 
of a movement which has at the back 
of it educationists, shipowners: and 
seafarers. . 


The movement was initiated by the 
World Association for Adult Educa- 
tion, but the money necessary to 

in operations was given by the 

National Sailors’ and Firemen’s 
Union and the National Union of 
Ships’ Cooks, Stewards, Butchers and 
Bakers, This was followed later by a 
grant from the Chamber of Shipping 
of the United Kingdom of £500 to- 
wards the provision of a library 
service. 

Libraries are being placed upon 
long voyage ships, and .each library 
is constructed with o view to the 
particular needs of the readers. The 
greater part of the library consists 
- of atlases, dictionaries and encyclo- 

ing. ‘The remaining portion is 
go arranged that the books can be 
exchanged from voyage to voyage, 
according to the wishes of the men 
on any particular ship. © . 
Qn such ships as have already ad- 
opted the scheme the greatest in- 
terest has been manifested. Books 
on economics -and industrial history 
sre seldom asked for, Shakespeare 
has a few followers, standard fiction 
a great many. For works of refer- 
ence and atlases there is o steady 
demand. ~N 

At first sight.one can scarcely 
imagine sailors sitting down in the 
cabin to follow courses of study and 
write essays which have been preserib- 
ed in detail; but the propounders of 
the scheme are hopeful. 

Any member of a. ship’s company 
may be supplied, for his own special 
use, with books which are not in the 
ship’s library, free“of any charge ex- 
cept that of postage. 


“pumours “ EMPRESS OF JAPAN” MAY 
- ~BE SOLD. 


Rumours are current, says the 
Daily Colonist of Victoria, British 
Columbia, that the C.P.0.8. is selling 
the ‘‘ Empress of Japan,” Last of the 
line’s original fleet“on the Pacific 
Ocean, in connection with the. ac- 
quisition of the former German liner 
the “Prinz Frederick Wilhelm”, which 
will be known as the ‘‘ Empress of 
Chins.” . 


In her day the “Japsn’'and her sister 
vessels were the smartest ships on 
the Pacific, continues the papet, and 
their original appearance on the trans- 
Pacific route crested a greater sensa- 
tion than did the advent of the large 
Empresses of more recent years. Itis 
said that last year the company 
considered putting the ‘‘ Empress of 
Japan” on the Caleutta-Hongkong 
service as a feeder for-the trans- 
Pacific liners. 

The Montreal headquarters of the 
C.P.0.S. are now arranging for the 
manning of the new “‘ Empress of 
China.” The first ship of that name 
was wrecked at Shirahama, 35 miles 
from Yokohama, 12 years ago.

Shortly after 5 o'clock in the afternoon 
the American steamer, which was 
commanded by Captain. Patrick J. 
Woods, approached the ‘‘ Kiyo Maru” 
and in the rough sea went alongside 
on the windward side. Using their fire 
chose, the crew of the “‘ West Jester”

| fought the fire until 10.30 o'clock, 


when the wind switched and blew the 
flames across the deck af the rescuing 
vessel, burning the lifeboats and 
blistering the side of the “ship. 
_ Captain Woods pulled his ship out of 
: t and clamped ber on the other 
' side of the burning ship. The flames 
were fought all through the night and 
were finally extinguished about 8.30 
o'tlock the next moming. 
-. A claim for salvage was presented 
to the Toyo Risen Kaisha, but 
‘Captain Harloe of the Shipping Board 
idid not allow the case to be taken 
into court. After the matter -has 
been pending. for about a year the 
sum of ¥200,000 has been decided on 
as recompense -for the work of the 
commander and crew of the American 
freighter and that is the amount of the 
check handed to representatives of 
the Shipping Board and Frank Water- 
house and Co. by Mz.
